Non-Responsive Amendment 

The amendment filed on July 25, 2006 canceling all claims drawn to an invention 
elected by original presentation and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected* 
invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable 
on the elected invention because the originally claimed invention was drawn to a light 
emitting diode dental curing light source for curing dental composite materials, which is 
classified in dentistry 433/29. The new claims are directed to an apparatus configured 
as a light emitting diode light source and method of making, which is classified in 
illumination, class 362/612. These inventions are related as combination, 
subcombination, where the subcombination can be used with other illumination devices, 
such as, flashlights, while the combination does not require the use of a second 
substrate as the subcombination. As such, and in view of their different classification, 
these inventions are distinct and properly restricted. Because applicant has elected the 
dental curing light source by original presentation, canceling all of the elected claims, 
and leaving only claims directed to a non-elected invention is non-responsive. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
